2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
Examiner found no teaching in the prior art that would render obvious the claimed 
method and structure for setting coarse GPS time in a GPS receiver including 
"requesting a sequence of predicted navigation bits... setting coarse GPS time within the 
GPS receiver responsive to the difference between the coarse time setting and the time 
of receipt", claim 1.
